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'aPN': ‘HOSTILE’ WESTERN RADIOS VIOLATE GENEVA BROADCASTING CONVENTION

[Text] Recently the Soviet press has published a report that the Presidium 
of the USSR Supreme Soviet has ratified the International Convention on the 
Use of Broadcasting in the Interests of Peace, writes Yuri Kashlev, Soviet 
expert on information, 


Of late the document is again in the focus of the attention of international 
organizations and the public. This is mainly for two reasons. In the 

first place, the number of states beaming to other countries is quickly 
growing--according to UNESCO tisere are over 80 such countries, and one- 

third of them broadcast foreign programmes over 100 hours a week. 

Secondly, in recent years some imperialist countries have been increasingly 
using broadcasting as the main instrument of a "psychological warfare" and 

as a means of subversive interference in the internal affairs of other people, 
peoples. 


In this respect the US broadcasting system is most typical. For instance, 
the programmes of two American broadcasting stationse-Liberty and Free 
Europe--are specially aimed at subversive activity against socialist 
countries. The leaders of these stations admit that the main aim of their 
broadcasting is to provoke internal unrest and disorders in countries for 
which these programmes are designed. For instance, the programmes of Radio 
Free Europe beamed on Poland give instructions to antigovernmental elements 
how to organize underground struggle and antisccialist demonstrations. 
Public opinion is justly indignant at the character of foreign programmes 
»f the broadcasting stations of Israel, Britain, West Germany and some 
other countries. 


Such activity runs counter to the letter and spirit of the Geneva convention 
on broadcasting which envisages the pledge of states to stop the programmes 
of radio stations which are under their jurisdiction or which broadcast 

from their territories if the character of their programmes is hostile to 
‘ther countries. (APN, Novembe: 4)

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In putting forward such "ideals,"' the anti-communists are resolutely rising 

up against proletarian internationalism which has united the entire working 
people of the world. After hurriedly noting that it is necessary "to respect 
other peoples and countries and all of the people who belong to them" (a tribute 
to the ideas of religious ecumenicalism), the clerical propagandists immediately 
warn: '"'The internationalism which is proclaimed by the communists with the 

help of the slogan 'Proletarians of All Countries, Unite!' is unacceptable to 
believers, for it does not apply to all people who are, all without exception, 
God's children."" It is not difficult to see that in this case the false "supra- 
class nature" of the dogma of the church itself is being preached--as if the 
exploitation of man by man no longer exists. 


It should be noted that in recruiting supporters under the already quite tattered 
standards of anti-communism, the self-styled "“liberators" of Lithuania very 
simply include amone Lithuanians not only those who long ago lost any connection 
with their people and forgot their native language and customs, that is, have 
become completely "Americanized," but also those who never had anything in common 
with Lithuania. "It is not important," the clerical-bourgeois nationalists 
assert, "whether someone spoke Lithuanian or not; we will regard as a Lithuanian 
evervone who desires to be and regards himself as a Lithuanian. .. who wants 


to work with Lithuanians and toil for the good of the Lithuanian people." 


In the opinion of these '‘'zealots" of the "Lithuanian national spirit"' from the 
other side of the cordon, a people “tis united by culture, history, convictions, 
traditions, language, land, and common feelings. But no single one of these 
elements is decisive. And this is why whether someone can be regarded as a 
part of a people or not depends upon personal consciousness. Those who accept 
its national values and regard themselves as Lithuanians are a part of the Lith- 
uanian people."' And so this is how, it turns out, national membership is de- 
termined! All you need is people who desire it. "The Lithuanian people," the 
clerical ideologists insistently repeat, "is formed aot so much by those who 
speak Lithuanian as by those who think Lithuanian. Lithuania is not only a 
small Baltic territory--it is everywhere where there are peopie who are working 
for the good of Lithuanian people." 


In tact, the clerics do not regard everyone who wishes to be one as a Lithuanian, 
put only those who are acceptable for them ideologically and politically. And, 
"to work for the good of the Lithuanian people" means in their terminology nothing 
other than to be an anti-communist and anti-Soviet and to join in their "libera- 
tional" activities. For the sake of this goal they are prepared to sacrifice 
national values, and "if necessary, even a certain part of national sovereignty." 


The clerical propagandists frequently repeat that their writings and radio broad- 
casts allegedly "are the only source of religious knowledge which sees its task 
ibove all in strengthening the unity of the Catholic Church, bringing the people 


aud peoplesof all continents closer together and uniting them, and bringing 

to people and peoples the Gospel of Jesus Christ."' However, the true content 
of the clerical-anti-communist propaganda, particularly in the Lithuanian lan- 
guage, convincingly shows that it does not trouble itself too much with the 











message of the Gospel, and is even less interested in bringing our planet's 
inhabitants together and uniting them. An analysis of these ideological diversions 
compels one to remember once again A. V. Lunacharskiy's words that "religion 

has a political stinger." The representatives of the most arrant anti-Sovietism 
who work in foreign psychological warfare centers are attempting to use this 
stinger to camouflage their political and anti-communist agitation, and also 

their subversive activities. And Christianity which the clerical ideologists 

call "the religion of love" is everywhere in their interpretation a religion 

of hatred which separates peoples.

ZLONIST EFFORTS TO START ‘CHAIN REACTION OF NATIONALISM’ IN USSR SCORED

[Excerpts] One of the main directions in the activity of international 
Zionism is ideological subversive activity against the Soviet Union and the 
other countries of the socialist commonwealth. First of all, there are the 
attempts to discredit the Soviet social system and the Leninist nationality 
policy of the CPSU, the striving to enkindle a "chain reaction of nationalisn' 
in our country and to undermine the unity and cohesion of the Soviet people, 
and the slandering of socialist democracy; secondly, there is the gross 
falsification of the Soviet Union's peaceloving foreign policy. 


The accusing of the UsSR of anti-semitism has become one of the main theses 
of Zionist propaganda during recent times. 


Soviet reality convincingly testifies to the ill intentions and falsehood of 
the Zionists’ statements about anti-semitism in the USSR and about the 
"inequality of rights" of Soviet citizens of Jewish nationality. The social 
base for anti-semitism was eliminated long ago in our country because the 
exploiting classes were destroyed. In the report of the CPSU Central 
Committee to the 26th party congress, L. I. Brezhnev once again pointed out 
that “the national feelings and national dignity of each individual are 
respected in our country. The CPSU has fought and will always decisively 
fight against such manifestations as chauvinism or nationalism, which are 
foreign to the nature of socialism,and against any nationalistic dislocations 
whether they are, for example, anti-semitism or Zionism" ("Materialy XXVI 
s"yezda KPSS" [Materials on the 26th CPSU Congress], p 57). The social, 
political and cultural make-up of the Jewish population has radically chang- 
ed. Soviet citizens of Jewish nationality are actively participating in the 
construction of communism in fraternal cooperation with all the peoples of 
the USSR. 


In the struggle against the USSR and the other socialist countries the 
Zionists are not squeamish about using the dirtiest methods of "psychological 
warfare" and do not shun any ideological subversive activity and provocations. 
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The Zionist organizations use tourist channels and trade, scientific-technical 
and cultural exchanges to dispatch their emmisaries to the Soviet Union and 
the countries of the socialist commonwealth. Thus, F. Baum, one of the 
members of the pro-Zionist "American Jewish Congress, has published "Kratkiy 
putevoditel’ po SSSR" [A Brief Guide to the USSR] which is a blunt handbook 
on anti-Soviet propaganda and recruiting activity. It is distributed free of 
charge. Here is another example where the handwriting of ideological sub- 
versives is clearly seen. At the invitation or the Ukrainian SSR Academy of 
Sciences, D. Apirion, a professor at Washington University who should have 
presented a report at the Molecular Biology and Genetics Institute, visited 
Kiev in May 1981. However, he engaged in actions which were far from the 
natural sciences: He conducted anti-Soviet propaganda, gathered information 
of a biased nature, and made rude slanderous attacks against our country and 
its people in his report. This evoked the justified indignation of the 
institute's collective. The USSR Academy of Sciences made the appropriate 
representation to the U. S. embassy in Moscow. Thus, another ideological 
subversive action was intercepted and its executor was expelled in disgrace 
from the Soviet Union (cf. POD ZNAMENEM LENINIZMA, No 19, 1981, p 16). 


Ideological subversives unleashed an unbridled anti-Soviet campaign during 

the preparations for and conduct of the 26th CPSU Congress. The increased 
activity of foreign hostile centers in sending their emissaries to our country 
disguised as tourists with the missions of inspiring anti-social actions and 
collecting and exporting slandercus material abroad for their subsequent use 

in kindling an anti-Soviet campaign in the West, was noted during the work 
days of the congress. The Zionist organizations of the United States, England, 
France, Holland, and Sweden were especially active. Thus, it has been revealed 
that E. Lyulen and M, Bayer, who visited Moscow during February 1981 as part 

of a tourist group from one of the Western European countries, gathered 
slanderous information about the work of different Soviet state institutions. 
During that same month, K. Smukler, a functionarv of the "National Conference 
To Protect Soviet Jews", was sent from the United States to the USSR with 

a Similar mission. As a result of measures which were taken, these materials 
were detected and removed from the foreigners when they left the USSR (cf. 
KOMMUNIST, No 14, 1981, p 97). 


Dozens of organizations and instituticns, which have emerged under the false 
and provocative slogan of “defending Soviet Jews", have been created in var- 
ious Western states to conduct anti-Soviet subversive activity. The problem 
of “attracting Soviet Jews to the international Zionist movement" was dis- 
cussed at an international conference of Zionist organizations in Bournemouth 
(England) which was held in September 1978. The task of intensifying the 
anti-Soviet attitude among USSR citizens was assigned (cf. V. Bannov and 

CG. Vachnadze, "Chuzhiye golosa v efire™ [Foreign Voices in the Ether], Moscow, 
1981, pp 179-180). 


A special group for preparing broadcasts for Soviet citizens of Jewish nation- 
ality has been created in the Voice of America radio station. The same type 
of group exists in Radio Liberty which operates against the Soviet Union and 
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the other countries of the socialist commonwealth from FRC territory. Jewish 
nationalists who have immigrated from the USSR, are enlisted in the work of 
this radio station. The various Zionist organizations have recruited Jews, 
who have fled from Poland and Czechoslovakia, and sent them to work in the 
other American center of ideological subversive activity-- Radio Free Europe 
(cf. “"Aktual'’nyye voprosy sovremennoy ideologicheskoy bor'by" [Urgent Ques- 
tions in the Modern Ideological Struggle], Moscow, 1980, pp 391-392). 


During the period 1950 - 1980, the volume of foreign broadcasts by the Voice 

of Israel radio station increased several fold. These and the other mass 
information media,which are under Zionist control and influence, discredit 
socialist reality, exalt in every way the Zionist "paradise" in the "promis- 
ed land" and the western way of life, spread provocative rumors, and try to 
sow seeds of discord between the peoples of the USSR and the countries of the 
socialist commonwealth. 


The Zionist organizations have a powerful propaganda apparatus at their 
disposal. Up to 80 percent of the American and international Western press 
agencies are under t>eir influence; the organ of the world«wide Zionist organ- 
ization -- the Jewish Press Agency -- is displaying a great deal of activity. 
Zionist centers publish more than 1,000 newspapers and journals in 67 states 

of the world. In the United States, they control 70 percent of the periodic 
press and 80 percent of all television programs. Such influential newspapers 
and magazines as THE NEW YORK TIMES, THE WASHINGTON POST, THE NEW YORK POST, 
TIME, and NEWSWEEK, support them (cf. SLOVO LEKTORA, No 12, 1979, p 18). 


When describing the essence of the anti-Soviet activity of international 
Zionism, the communists of Israel pointed out in their l6th congress that 
"Zionist anti-Soviet propaganda... is part of the overall anti-socialist 
policy of the Zionist leaders who are striving to ‘liberate’ Soviet Jews 

from socialism exactly as international imperialist reaction is interested in 
‘liberating’ all the peoples of the USSR from socialism...." (Quotation from 
"Protiv sionizma i izrail'skoy agressii" [Against Zionism and Israeli 
Aggression], Moscow, 1974, p 20). 


The anti-Soviet actions of the Zionistsare finding broad support among the 
ruling circles of the imperialist states. The events of the last few years 
have completely confirmed the unity of the actions of the special services of 
the United States,Israel and the Zionist organizations. The international 
situation was noticeably complicated at the boundary of the Seventies and 
Eighties. The imperialist forces, especially the ruling circles of the 
United States, who saw in the relaxation of tensions a barrier to their 
iggressive plans and policy of blackmail and diktat regarding other countries 
and peoples, bear responsibility for this. Zionists are also in the camp 

of the zealous enemies of the relaxation of international tensions and of 

the supporters of the concept of the “cold war”. 


Zionist and pro-Zionist propaganda is trying to discredit the relaxation of 
tensions by maintaining that it -- so they say -- is beneficial only to the 











USSR. At the same time, the myth of the so-called "Soviet threat" and of 
"Moscow's aggressiveness" is being strenuously spread by the Zionists. The 
American Zionists -- the binding link in the alliance of Zionism and imperial- 
ism-- are playing a special role in the anti-communist and anti-Soviet actions 
of international Zionism which are directed against relaxation. Their active 
participation in these campaigns is explained a great deal by the fact that 
the great capital of the Jewish bourgeoisie is working hand in hand with 
American business within the military industrial complex of the United States. 


A number of the Pentagon's monopoly contractors are controlled by Zionists. 

For example, the Lazar brothers, who are part of the leadership of the American 
Jewish Committee, control the Lockheed Aviation Company which works 90 percent 
for the Pentagon. Zionists occupy solid positions in the General Dynamics 
Corporation which produces ballistic and cruise missiles, nuclear submarines 
and bombers. 


The provocative role of the Zionistswas also graphically displayed during 
the debates connected with the Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty which was 
Signed in the summer of 1979 during the Soviet-American negotiations in 
Vienna. Whereas the majority of Americas, including citizens of Jewish 
extraction, were in tavor of the very rapid ratification of the SALT-II 
Treaty, the Zionists and their adherents supported the position of the 
enemies of relaxation. 


The provocative activity of the reactionary foces of imperialism and their 
Zionist allies represents a great danger to the cause of peace. Therefore, 
it was no accident that the 17th Congress of the Israeli Communist Party 

once again pointed out that "both the Zionist ideology and the Zionist policy 
do not serve the interests of Jews or the interests of progress. On the 
contrary, they resolutely oppose them and serve the enemies of peace and 
progress, various types of anti-semitics and racists, and those who are 
pushing humanity toward a new world war and who are afraid of any improve- 
ment in international relations and of any success by the forces of national 
liberation and social progress in the world" ("XVII s"yezd Kommunisticheskoy 
partii Izrailya" [The 17th Congress of the Communist Party of Israel], 
Moscow, 1973, pp 182 - 183). This policy itradicts the interests of the 
people and goes against the historic changes in the world arena. The 
ideological subversive activity of the Zionists is receiving a fitting rebuff 
from the citizens of the Soviet Union and the other socialist countries and 
from all progressive forces in the world. As is pointed out in the joint 
Soviet-Nicaraguan communique "the Soviet Union and the Republic of Nicaragua 
have supported the final elimination of colonialism and the complete eradica- 
tion of racism, Zionism and apartheid" (PRAVDA, 10 May 1982). 


All the attempts of international materialist reaction and of one of its 

main shock detachments -- Zionism -- to undermine the unity of the new histor- 
ical society of people, the Soviet people, are doomed to failure. We are 
oppusing the subversive political and ideological activity of the class enemy 
and his wicked slanders against socialism with the steadfast cohesion and 
powerful unity of our ranks. 





The 26th CPSU Congress pointed out that the fraternal friendship of all the 
peoples in our multinaticnal motherland is steadily growing stronger. The 
unity of the Soviet nations is stronger today than ever before.

DEBATE ON NATURE, LIMITS OF SOVIET FEDLRALISM CONTINUES 


Moscow NAUCHNYY KOMMUNIZM in Russian No 5, Sep-Oct 62 pp 17-25 
[Article by G. T. Tavadov, candidate of historical sciences, docent: "The 
International and the National in the Soviet Socialist Federation"] 


[Excerpts] The organic unity of the all-union and the national in the Soviet 
federation assumes that displays of seniority and national limitations 
and of a scornful attitude toward the specific interests of nations and 
nationalities should not be tolerated. In practice, however, cases are en- 
countered where seniority and egotistical tendencies make themselves known, 
and then falsely understood national interests wittingly or unwittingly are 
opposed to the general interests of all the Soviet people. This is demon- 
strated for example in the fact that individual directors try to obtain more 
material and financial resources for their republic at the expense of other 
republics, achieve an adjustment in state plans in the direction of lowering 
them to the detriment of general state interests, are primarily concerned 
about cooperative deliveries within the republic, etc. Speaking in March 
1982 during a festive meeting in Tashkent which was dedicated to the awarding 
of the Order of Lenin to the Uzbek SSR, L. I. Brezhnev pointed out this in- 
tolerable fact: Out of the number of specialists who have received a higher 
and secondary agricultural education, only less than half of them are working 
directly on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes of Uzbekistan. Among the reasons 

for this situation, L. I. Brezhnev mentioned the “display of seniority, the 
striving to place specialists without fail in their republic without even 
considering their specialty although there is a large shortage of this type 
of worker in other regions" (PRAVDA, 25 March 1982). 


Consequently, under modern conditions where the republics possess great 
rights and powers, it is important to use these rights and powers correctly. 
The party has pointed out more than once that the expansion of the rights of 


the union republics and the strengthening of their sovereignty arebeing done 
for the sake of their closer interdependence and to strengthen the USSR. 
in the CPSU Central Committee decree "On the 60th Anniversary of the Forma- 


tion of the USSR", it is pointed out: "The solving of all economic and social 
tasks primarily from general state positions and the struggle against any 
displays of seniority and departmentalism are an indispensable requirement for 
a truly party and internationlist approach to the task" (pp 9-10). 











The question of ways to develop Soviet federalism is an important one. Differ- 
ent opinions are being expressed on this question in scientific literature. 
Some authors think that a “denationalization™ of the autonomous and union 
republics is taking place and that Soviet federalism is moving “along a dying 
line” and that is why, they say, the federal organization and the national 
State system will cease to exist in the USSR in the more or less near future 
and federalism will be replaced by the unitary system. This position has been 
subjected to a detailed and justified criticism. Such statements, at least 
during the modern period, do not have any serious justification and contradict 
both the theory and the practices of Soviet federalism. 


It is also known that during the discussion of the draft for the new Constitu- 
tion of the USSR, proposals were introduced to incorporate into the Constitu- 
tion the concept of a single Soviet nation and to eliminate the union and 
autonomous republics or sharply limit the sovereignty of the union republics 

by depriving them of the right to secede from the USSR and the right to conduct 
foreign relations. In the report "On the draft Constitution (Fundamental Law) 
of the USSR and the Results of Its National Discussion", L. I. Brezhnev point- 
ed out the complete bankruptcy and falseness of such proposals. 


The statements of individual authors that the expansion ot the rights of the 
union republics is apparently a general law of the Soviet national state 
system and of Soviet federalism whose significance will grow all the time as 
we move toward communism, are just as groundless. Of course, one cannot deny 
the law-governed nature of the expansion of union republic rights. It evokes 
a different objection. The union and national state system of the people are 
dialectically inte rrelated --both the whole and the part -- in whose 
i-teraction the whole is the leading party. If one recognizes that the un- 
interuptec expansion of the rights of the union republics is a general law 
or Soviet federalism, this would lead to the fact that the competency of the 
USSR would be reduced and all its powers would shift to the union republics. 
The federation itself as a whole would be eliminated by this. 


A dual process is the general law of socialist federalism: the strengthening 
of the USSR in every way possible as the state and legai form of the inter- 
national unity of the Soviet people and the further expansion of all the 
functions of the Soviet national state systems. Both these processes take 
place simultaneously, mutually conditioning and supplementing each other. 


There is no single opinion among social scientists about the historical limits 
f the existence of the Soviet federation and the national state system of the 
peoples of the USSR. Some authors maintain that the national state system will 
cease to exist and will yeild its place to a socialist unitary system before 
the socialist state system disappears altogether. Such a prospect for the 
development of Soviet federalism contradicts the CPSU program statements 
concerning the questions of national state construction and also the practices 
of developing Soviet federalism. T heCPSU Central Committee decree "On the 

60th Anniversary of the Formation of the USSR" says: "Life convinces one 

that the USSR is a dynamic and effective form for the state union of the Soviet 
nations and nationalities -- a form which is intended for the entire historical 
period of the gradual development of the socialist state system into communist 
public self-rule" (p 17). 
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ft the same ‘ime, it is impossible to agree with the opinion that the national 
State and federation will exist until the merging together of the nations and 
until every and all national differences disappear. This position leads to 
absolutization and to the perpetuation of national state forms. Of course, 
the obliteration of national differences is a process which is more prolonged 
than the obliteration of class distinctions and the creation of the precondit- 
ions for the state's withering away. However, it is necessary to keep in mind 
that although ethnic differences will be preserved even under communism for 

a certain time, the merging together of the nations in a social and political 
aspect will really be completed with the withering away of the state. In other 
words, the national state system, in developing and improving together with 
the entire political system of Soviet society, will die out long before all 
national differences disappear. 


All the people of our country have been convinced by many year's of life 
experience about what rich results in the material and cultural process the 
union of them in the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics leads to and what 
very wide opportunities it opens up for them for the future. The decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress are revealing new and even broader prospects for our 
multinational state and for each republic. Under the conditions of mature 
socialism and the fraternal friendship of the Soviec people which is constant- 
ly growing stronger, the importance of the USSR -- a unified multinational 
State -- as a state form, which has historically justified itself completely, 
for the joint struggle of free peoples for the ideals of communism, is grow- 
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The formation and successful development of the USSK has unsurpassed inter- 
national significance. International and intergovernmental relationships of 
a new socialist type have found their manifestation in the Soviet experience 
of national state corstruction. These relationships have now received an 
even broader base on the scale of the world socialist commonwealth. Many of 
the general laws and principles of international and intergovernmental 
relations, which were displayed for the first time in our multinational 
country, are now being expressed distinctively in the relations of the fra- 
ternal countries of socialism.

ANNIVERSARY OF BATTLE OF STALINGRAD MARKED 
"Soviet Military Art' Superiority 


PMO 31421 [Editorial Report] Moscow KRASNAYA ZVEZDA in Russian 28 October 1982 
publishes on pages 2 and 3 a 3,100-word article by candidate of historical 
sciences Col A. Orlov under the rubric "On the Front of the Ideological Struggle," 
headed "The Battle of Stanlingrad: Truth and Inventions." Orlov examines the 
development of Western evaluations of the significance of the battle of Stalingrad 
for the outcome of World War II, noting a decline in the importance attached to 
it by Western historians in the postwar years. Orlov cites facts and figures in 
support of the Soviet view that the Soviet victory at Stalingrad was due to the 
"high level of Soviet military art” and the "mass heroism of our servicemen" 
rather than the weather or superior strength and that the victory "was determined 
by the advantages of the Soviet social and state system and was achieved under 
the communist party's leadership." He accuses Western historians of "doing 
everything to minimize the significance of the battle on the Volga and falsify 
the reasons for our historic victory at Stalingrad,” and further asserts that in 
recent years they have become "more subtle."’ He goes on to discuss these "new 
false assessments of the events of World War II, including the battle of 
Stalingrad," whereby Western historians see the battle as ""historical evidence' 
of the ‘Soviet military threat' to the whole of ‘Western civilization.'" Orlov 
cites attempts by American historians to trace "mistakes" in the actions of the 
U.S. leadership during World War II by way of justification for "the Reagan 
administration's present tough anti-Soviet line."

Stalin Quoted on Battle 


PM241601 [Editorial Report] Moscow NOVOYE VREMYA in Russian No 47, 19 November 1982, 
carries on pages 12-14 a 3,400-word M. Chernousov article headed "Immortal Feat 

on the Volga," on the battle of Stalingrad in 1942. After stressing the signi- 
ficance of the Battle of Stalingrad, Chernousov states: "On 3 October 1942 an AP 
correspondent asked I. V. Stalin, chairman of the USSR Soviet of People's 

Commissars, to answer a few questions." Chernousov quotes Stalin's answer to a 
question on the Soviet capability to resist: "'I believe the Soviet capability 

to resist the German aggressors, in terms of our strength, is no less--if not 
greater--than the capability of fascist Germany or any other aggressive power to 
secure world domination.'" 











Chernousov goes on to outline Hitler's hopes of "putting an end to the USSR 

and the ‘Bolshevik threat'” in planning the campaign leading tc -talingrad and 
sets the scene as regards the military buildup to the battle, stating that "we 
imposed our will on the opponent by forcing the enemy to fight a decisive 

battle at Stalingrad--where he did not expect it and was not ready for it." 

The article then outlines the course of the battle itself and describes some 

of the individual feats by Soviet servicemen. Chernousov states: "Washington 
and London were deliberately prolonging the war so as to exhaust the Soviet Union 
and extract the greatest benefit from the war at the least cost to themselves, 
they did all they could to delay opening a second front in Europe." He then 
quotes a series of telegrams from Roosevelt to Stalin and from Churchill to 
Stalin in October-December 1942 praising Soviet actions--for instance: "Roosevelt 
to Stalin, 26 November 1942: ‘The news from the Stalingrad region is most 
hopeful, and I send you my warmest congratulations'"--and intersperses these with 
examples of Soviet heroism. The concluding section of the article accuses the 
postwar "bourgeois falsifiers" of underestimating the significance of the battle 
of Stalingrad and cites figures to indicate its true importance, stating in 
conclusion: 


"We will always remember Stalingrad: Let everyone remember it."

This be- 
came possible owing to the Leninist national policy, socialist system, disinter- 
ested assistance of the great Russian nation and friendship of all the nations and 
nationalities of the USSR. 


Rapid rates of economic and social development are characteristic for the Central 
Asian Republics. In particular, this is exemplified by the growth of the total 
volume of industrial output, which in 1980, as compared with 1940, rose 16-fold in 
the Uzbek SSR, 17-fold in the Kirghiz SSR, 18-fold in the Tajik SSR and 12-fold in 
the Turkmen SSR. The rates of growth of gross agricultural output increased 4.63- 
fold in the Uzbek SSR, 3.65-fold in the Kirghiz SSR, 4.4-fold in the Tajik SSR and 
4.86-fold in the Turkmen SSR respectively. During the 10th Five-Year Plan alone, 
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as compared with the 9th Five-Year Plan, industrial output increased by 27 percent 
in the Uzbek SSR and the Kirghiz SSR and by 30 percent in the Tajik SSR. At the 
same time, the output of consumer goods (group "B") increased by 45 percent in the 
Uzbek SSR, by 40 percent in the Tajik SSR and by 27 percent in the Turkmen SSR. 


Many heavy industry sectors developed at rapid rates. The growth of electric power 
engineering, which is the core of the modern economy, is a graphic example. From 
the first years of Soviet rule paramount importance was attached to the mentioned 
sector. The following major electric power stations were built on the basis of the 
fuel and power resources available in the region: the Syr-Darya GRES in Uzbekis- 
tan, the Nurek GES in Tajikistan, the Uchkurgan and Toktagul GES in Kirghizia, the 
Mary GRES in Turkmenia and so forth. The accelerated rates of increase in the out- 
put of electric power are characterized by the following data (in billion kwhr):

Now in these republics there is not a single city, rayon, village, kolkhoz or sov- 
khoz where electric power is nat used. Flectric transmission lines were built sim- 
ultaneously with electric power stations. The Unified Central Asian Power System 
presently operates successfully, regularly supplying electric power to the Central 
Asian Republics and South Kazakhstan. 


Large-scale machine building was established in the region during the years of so- 
cialist construction. Its proportion in the total volume of industrial output con- 
stitutes about 30 percent in the Kirghiz SSR and approximately 18 percent in the 
Uzbek SSR. The republic provides all cotton sowing republics with machines and 
spare parts for an overall mechanization of cotton growing and of the cotton clean- 
ing industry. 


On the basis of uncovered natural resources the gas industry is developing success- 
fully in the Uzbek SSR and the Turkmen SSR. These republics not only provide then- 
selves with natural gas, but also transmit it through gas pipes to the Tajik, Kir- 
ghiz and Kazakh SSR, as well as to the country's central industrial regions. Coal 
extraction is increasing in Uzbekistan, Tajikistan and Kirghizia. Furthermore, 

the use of water power resources is growing at accelerated rates in Tajikistan and 
Kirghizia. These republics occupy one of the first places in the country with re- 
spect to these resources. 


The chemical industry, nonferrous metallurgy and the construction materials indus- 
try are developing intensively. For example, in Uzbekistan the production of min- 
eral fertilizers increased from 4.1 million tons in 1970 to 6.5 million tons in 
1980. At the same time, millions of tons of nitrogen fertilizers not only meet the 
neecs of cotton growing and other sectors of agriculture in the republic, but are 
also transported to other regions. Such facilities as the Almalyk Mining and Met- 
allurgical Combine imeni V. I. Lenin and the Navoiazot Production Association, en- 
terprises of the South Tajikistan Territorial Production Complex, Ashkhabad and 
Chirchik Glass Plants, Akhan-Garan and Kant Cement Plants and so forth are known 
far beyond the region's bouuwdaries. 








Together with the continuous growth of production and expansion of the assortment 
of products progressive structural and qualitative changes based on the latest 
achievements of science and technology have taken place in the national economic 
sectors of the Central Asian Republics, especially in the last 15 to 20 years. For 
example, as a result of the use of local resources the structure of electric power 
engineering is changing. The proportion of thermal electric power stations oper- 
ating on natural gas and coal is growing in Uzbekistan and Turkmenia and the pro- 
portion of hydroelectric power stations using water power resources, in Tajikistan 
and Kirghizia. 


Whereas previously the production of agricultural machines was considered the main 
sector of machine building, now electrical and radio engineering, electronic, in- 
strument making and other sectors of industry are also developing at accelerated 
rates. The region's machine building is becoming diversified, ensuring technical 
progress and overall! mechanization and automation in all the other sectors of the 
national economy and an increase in the efficiency of public production. 


In t!e chemical industry, along with the production of mineral fertilizers, the 
Output of plastics, polymers, artificial and synthetic fiber, chemical plant pro- 
tection agents, herbicides and other progressive items ensuring the chemicaliza- 
tion of the national economy is increasing rapidly. The extraction, as well as 
the processing, of loca! minerals, that is, copper, lead, zinc, tungsten, aluminum, 
antimony, mercury and so forth, is increasing in nonferrous metallurgy. In the 
extraction of some nonferrous and rare metals the Central Asian Repub!ics occupy 
the leading place in the country. In the construction materials industry, along 
with the manufacture of traditional materials--brick, slate, glass and so forth-- 
the production of reinforced concrete articles, marble, granite, large-panel house 
construction products and other progressive materials is growing at accelerated 
rates. This is the basis for the industrialization of capital construction. 


The Central Asian Republics also made significant advances in the development of 
light and food industries. The growth of the production of cotton fiber, which has 
a big proportion in industrial output, can be seen from the data in table 1.

Ihe capacities of existing cotton cleaning plants are sufficient for the process- 


ing of all the raw cotton produced in the region. Plants are being equipped with 
more productive, new mchinery, drying and cleaning shops are being built and an 

overall and continuous process of cotton treatment "from the field to plants” is 

being introduced. 
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The production of raw silk is increasing. In the Uzbek SSR it increased from 1,172 
tons in 1970 to 1,711 toms in 1980, in the Tajik SSR, from 322 to 742 tons and in 
the Turkmen SSR, from 229 to 237 tons respectively. 


Previously, sectors for the initial processing of agricultural products predominated 
in light and food industries. Now there is an ever greater output of cotton and 
silk fabrics, knitwear, footwear, sewn articles, canned goods and confectionery and 
many other products meeting the growing needs of the Soviet people. In Uzbekistan 
alone in 1980 a total of 215.7 million meters of cotton fabrics were manufactured 
and the output of silk fabrics increased from 50.4 million meters in 1970 to 116.6 
million meters in 1980. The output of such major light industry enterprises as 
Tashkent and Bukhara Textile Combines, Margilan, Namangan and Leninavad Silk Com- 
bines, Turkmen and Andizhan Knitwear Combines, Tashkent, Samarkand ani Kuvasay China 
Plants and many others is known not only in the USSR, but also abrcead. Silk fab- 
rics, especially satin, china with a national pattern, carpets, ceramics and other 
articles are in great demand by customers. 


The qualitative shifts occurring in the national economy, the high technical and 
economic indicators and the introduction of scientific and technical achievements 
create the conditions necessary for the further increase in the efficiency of pub- 
lic production and labor productivity growth. In 1970-1980 labor productivity in 
the industry of the Uzbek SSR rose 140 percent, of the Kirghiz SSR, 143 percent, 
of the Tajik SSR, 129 percent and of the Turkmen SSR, 136 percent. 


The advances of the Central Asian Republics in agriculture are also significant. 
Concentrating about 9 percent of the country's population, the economic region pro- 
duces a large amount of cotton, silk cocoons, kenaf, vegetables, fruits and grapes. 
Data on the rates of growth of gross agricultural output in the republics are pre- 


sented in table 2.

Under good natura! and climatic conditions irrigated farming ensures a stabie and 
dynamic development of the production of agricultural products and makes it possi- 
ble to control drought successfully. 


The region accounts for 90 percent of the all-Union production of raw cotton. Da- 
ta on the growth of raw cotton production during the last two five-year plans are 


presented in table 3.

Cotton growing is developing not only through a rise in the standard of farming 

and an improvement in agrotechnology, but also as a result of the continuously 
growing overall mechanization and chemicalization of production processes. Owing 
to the advances of socialist industry, kolkhozes and sovkhozes are annually equipped 
with new tractors and other machinery and supplied with mineral fertilizers and 
toxic chemicals for the control of agricultural pests. 


The Uzbek SSR accounts for more than 65 percent of the all-Union production of cot- 
ton. After the March (1965) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee its average an- 
nual output in the republic increased by 2.5 million tons. Cotton growing--the 
main sector of agriculture in the Uzbek SSR--was developed through a combination 

of intensification with an extensive management of agriculture, that is, through 

an increase in the yield with an expznsion of areas by means of the development of 
new tracts of virgin land. Whereas in 1940 the yield of cotton was 15 quintals per 
hectare, in 1970 it rose to 26.3 quintals and in 1980 it reached 33.3 quintals per 
hectare. During the 10th Five-Year Plan 70 percent of the increase in cotton pro- 
duction was obtained as a result of the rise in the yield of cotton alone. The 
same tendencies also exist in the region's other republics. 


In cotton growing basic production processes--plowing, sowing, cultivation, fer- 
tilizer application and others--are fully mechanized. With regard to the labor 
intensive process--cotton picking--machines are used here ever more widely. Where- 
as in the Uzbek SSR in 1940 a total of 2 percent of the cotton was picked by then, 
in 1981, more than 60 percent and in some rayons, kolkhozes and sovkhozes 80 to 95 
percent of the gross output. The Tashkent Tashsel'mash Plant imeni Voroshilov, 
which is the only plant in the USSR to manufacture cotton picking combines, pro- 
duces more than 9,000 of them annually. Its output is not only dispatched to all 
the country's cotton sowing republics, but is also exported to foreign countries. 


Significant advances were also made in such sectors of agriculture as silkworm 
breed‘ng, karakul breeding, vegetable growing, horticulture and viticulture. The 
growth of production in these sectors during the 9th and 10th Five-Year Plans is 


shown in table 4. 


Attaching exceptional importance to the development of the region's agriculture, 
the party takes the necessary measures to strengthen its material and technical 
base. The delivery of machinery and mineral fertilizers to agriculture increases 














year after year. Whereas in 1975 about 7 million tons of mineral fertilizers were 
delivered to the Central Asian Economic Region, in 1980, more than 8 million tons. 
At present agriculture has more than 250,000 tractors and a great deal of other e- 
quipment. Improved, new machines are received every year. Fixed productive capi- 
tal and the power-worker ratio in agriculture are increasing.

An efficient utilization «f the possibilities of agriculture is an urgent task un- 
der present conditions. Significant shifts have occurred in it, primarily in cot- 
ton growing, in the last 15 to 20 years. They include the increase in the effi- 
ciency of utilization of irrigated land, overall mechanization and chemicalization 
of production processes, establishment of a close interconnection of cotton grow- 
ing and other sectors of agriculture and gradual introduction of crop rotation, 
which ensures the preservation of soil fertility and creates the basis for the de- 
velopment of animal husbandry. 


The agriculture of the last few decades is characterized by an extensive develop- 
ment of new irrigated land, deserts and foothills for the purpose of an increase 

in the production of cotton and other agricultural crops. During the last five- 

year plan the area of irrigated land increased, totaling the following (in thou- 
sand tons):

Vast changes took place not only in old irrigation zones, but, especially, on the 
newly developed land of the Hungry, Karshi and Dzhizak Steppes and of the lower 
reaches of the Amu-Darya. The USSR Food Program for the Period Until 1990 envis- 
ages putting no less than 900,000 hectares of irrigated land to use here and water- 
ing 2.6 million hectares of pastures. The development of new and reconstruction 

of old irrigation systems are accompanied by a fundamental transformation of irri- 
gated farming through the construction of reservoirs and engineering and hydraulic 
structures and the establishment of new and concreting of old canals and water 





listributors. 











Fundamental shifts have also occurred in the social and domestic sphere in the last 
few years. ine life of rural workers is changing qualitatively. Modern well- 
planned settlements and dwelling houses with electricity, water supply, sewer sys- 
tems, radio installation, television, gasification and central heating are being 
built in tural areas. The living conditions of the rural and urban population are 
being equalized and the distinctions between urban and rural areas and between men- 
tal and physical labor are being erased. 


Proceeding from the main task of the llth Five-Year Plan defined by the 26th CPSU 
Congress, that is, to emsure the further rise in the well-being of the Soviet peo- 
ple on the basis of a stable progressive development of the national economy, ac- 
celeration of scientific and technical progress and transfer of the economy to an 
intensive path of development, specific assignments for each Central Asian Republic 
have been envisaged. During the llth Five-Year Plan the gross industrial output of 
the Uzbek SSR will increase by 28 to 31 percent, of the Kirghiz SSR, by 21 to 24 
percent, of the Tajik SSR, by 24 to 27 percent and of the Turkmen SSR, by 21 to 24 
percent. The average annual production of ray cotton in the Uzbek SSR will total 
5.9 million tons, of the Tajik SSR, 0.9 million tons and of the Turkmen SSR, 1.2 
million tons. 


In accordance witit ine Basic Directions in the Economic and Social Development of 
the USSR for 1981-1985 and for the Period Until 1990 major problems will have to 
be solved in the Central Asian Republics. The regionai characteristics of our e- 
conomic region--availability of mineral-raw-material and land resources and the 
rates of growth of the population and of labor resources--should be taken into con- 
sideration during long-term planning. The data of table 5 indicate the size of the 
population of Central Asia in the last 20 years.

In the Central Asian Republics the rates of population growth are 2.5- to 3-fold 
higher than the average Union rates. According to the calculations of economists, 
this tendency will continue in the future. To solve the important problem of an 
efficient utilization of labor r2sources, it is necessary to ensure the further 
increase in the economic potential of the Central Asian Republics and to prepare 


the appropriate work places. 


Speaking at the festive meeting in Tashkent devoted to the presentation of the 
Order of Lenin to the Uzbek SSR on 24 March of this year, L. I. Brezhnev dealt 
with the following tasks: improvement in the quality of grown cotton, improvement 
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in the utilization of potentials and production capacities, liquidation of equipment 
downtime and elimination of organizational disorders. The need for a fuller utili- 
zation of labor resources was stressed especially. Along with the surplus of man- 
power in the Central Asian Republics there is a shortage of workers in a number of 
sectors of industry and construction. It is necessary to take proper measures--to 
organize personnel training, to increase the industrial potential of medium-size 

and small cities, workers’ settlements and rayon centers, where there are consid- 
erable labor resources, and to create interest among workers. 


An acceleration of the rates of growth of the gross social product and national in- 
come is an urgent task. At the same time, it is necessary to take into account the 
need to increase in the future the per-capita production of food products, because 
every worker in the region has 2.1 to 2.3 dependents (whereas in the USSR, 1.2). 
From this it follows that the share of the consumption fund in the national income 
also increases. 


The Central Asian Region has rich mineral-raw-material resources, owing to which 
accelerated rates of development of industry (especially of its labor intensive, 
but not water and energy intensive sectors), are possible. In Central Asia geolo- 
gists uncovered the existence of 89 elements of Mendeleyev's table (out of the 104 
occurring in nature), a considerable part of which has not yet been developed. It 
is necessary to efficiently utilize the raw materiai base for the development of 
power engineering, nonferrous metallurgy, machine building, chemical, fuel, light, 
food and construction materials industries and other sectors. 


Although the level of overall mechanization and automation has risen considerably 
and the labor intensiveness of public production per million rublesof the social 
product has declined by 35 percent in the last 10 years, nevertheless the propor- 
tion of manual labor, especially in subsidiary-auxiliary production, is high--30 to 
35 percent--and in some production facilities, even more than 40 percent. The task 
of reducing its share through a widespread introduction of the achievementsof sci- 
ence and technology into production processes and a rise in labor productivity has 


been set. 


The decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the decree of the May (1982) Plenum of 
the CPSU Central Committee defined the prospects for the further development of the. 
agroindustrial complex and the assignments of the USSR Food Program for the Period 
Until 1990. A reliable and regular provision of the population with food products 
in a sufficient quantity and of industry with agricultural raw materials is the most 


important task. 





The following are the basic directions in the realization of the USSR Food Program: 


proportional and balanced development of the agroindustrial complex and improvement 
in minagement, planning and economic incentives in all its sectors with the maxi- 


mum orientation of production toward the attainment of high end results; 
ensuring high rates of agricultural production on the basis of its systematic in- 
tensification, a highly efficient utilization of land, maximum possible strengthen- 


ing of the material and technical base and an accelerated introduction of the 
achievements of science and advanced experience; 











maximum possible improvement in the utilization of the production and technical 
potential of the agroindustrial complex, considerable increase in the return on 
capital investments and material resources and development of specialization and 
concentration of preduction on the basis of an expansion of interfarm and intersec- 


torial relations; 


fight for economy, thrift, reduction of losses and improvement in the quality of 
agricultural products through a widespread introduction of advanced production 
technologies, their processing and storage and organization of deliveries by spe- 


cialized transport; 


further improvement in social and domestic conditions in rural areas. 


The growing needs of the Soviet people and their high cultural and educational lev- 
el require a fuller satisfaction of their requirements. The food program represents 
the most important component of the party's economic strategy for the next few de- 
cades and another striking manifestation of its constant and purposeful concern for 
the vood of the Soviet man. It defines the volumes and rates of production of the 
products of the sectors of the agroindustrial complex on the scale of the entire 
national economy, as well as throughout the Union republics. 


The assignments of the food program for the average annual production of grain, 
meat and milk in the Central Asian Republics are presented in table 6.

The food program, along with the further development of the cotton complex and 


silkworm and karakul breeding in the region, envisages an accelerated cultivation 
of vegetables, melon crops, fruits, grapes and fodder. The Central Asian Economic 
Region can become a stable producer of vegetables, fruits and grapes and their main 
supplier for the entire country. This is favored by the existence of millions of 
hectares of the most fertile virgin land and of sufficienc and rapidly growing la- 
bor resources, Which for centuries have acquired skills ‘n the cultivation of high- 
ly productive food crops. The 25-year experience in the irrigation and development 
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of virgin land in the Hungry Steppe and the present development of land in the Kar- 
shi Steppe fully demonstrated the high efficiency of irrigated farming. However, 
its development under the conditions of Central Asia and South Kazakhstan requires 
the solution of the urgent problem of water resources. 


The expansion of the construction of waterworks and the development of new irrigated 
land, especially in the last 15 years (100,000 hectares of such land are developed 
annually in Uzbekistan alone), caused a decrease in the water resources of the Syr- 
Darya and the Amu-Darya. As a result, during that time the level of the Aral Sea 
was lowered by 7 to 8 meters with all the ensuing negative consequences, primarily 
for regions located in the lower reaches of the Amu-Darya (Khorezm Oblast and the 
Kara-Kalpak ASSR in Uzbekistan; Tashauz Oblast in Turkmenia; the part of the terri- 
tory of Kazakhstan adjoining the Aral Seal). This led to a decline in the fish 
catch, devastation of the Amu-Darya delta, salinization of the adjoining territory, 
reduction of the feed base of animal husbandry and shortage of drinking water in a 
number of places. However, at the present level of development of new land and in- 
crease in the production of agricultural products the water management problem is 
becoming especia‘’ly acute. 


The solution of this problem presupposes primarily an efficient utilization of ex- 
isting water resources and an increase in the efficiency of irrigation, which is 
now equal to 0.6. However, there are serious difficulties here. For example, 
about 300,000 hectares of land were irrigated and developed in the Hungry Steppe 
alone in 25 years. The most modern methods of irrigation and reclamation are ap- 
plied extensively. The irrigation network is equipped with distributing engineer- 
ing and hydraulic structures. Thousands of kilometers of water supply reinforced 
concrete flumes have been laid, horizontal and vertical drainage has been provided 
in all fields maps and so forth. Meanwhile, the average efficiency on farms in the 
Hungry Steppe is 0.7 and only on individual sovkhozes, 0.75 to O.8. 


A complete reconstruction of all land and of the irrigation system (their area to- 
tals more than 3 million hectares) will require vast capital investments and a 
large amount of scarce materials (cement, pipes and so forth). A complete recon- 
struction of the irrigation network will make it possible to save 3 to 4 billion 
cubic meters of water annually. Work on the reconstruction of irrigation systems 
is carried out on a large scale and the measures necessary for an economical ex- 
penditure of water are taken. At the same time, it seems that, to increase the 
production of agricultural products on a scale and at rates dictated by the coun- 
try's growing needs, it is necessary to speed up the examination of the problem of 
diverting part of the runoff of Siberian rivers to the Central Asian Region. The 
25th and 26th CPSU Congresses adopted decisions on the necessary scientific re- 
search and planning studies. According to the assignment of the USSR State Plan- 
ning Committee and the USSR State Committee on Science and T:chnology about 150 of 
the country's scientific research and planning organizations are engaged in such 
studies. In 21980 the All-Union State Planning, Surveying and Scientific Research 
Institute of Water Management Construction prepared a technical and economic sub- 
stantiation of this diversion. The interests of the further development of the 
country's productive forces, especially of the agroindustrial complex of Central 
Asia and Kazakhstan, require the most rapid solution of this problem. 














The decree of the CPSU Central Committee "On the 60th Anniversary of the Formation 
of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics” stresses that the “economy of every re- 
public occupies an important place in the social division of labor and makes an 
ever more significant contribution to the country's national wealth." The achieve- 
ments of the Central Asian Republics, whose workers successfully implement the de- 
cisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and of the May (1982) Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee, are a striking confirmation of this.
